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solubility of sertraline. The claims are thus directed to a limited (gelatin capsule) 
class of dosage form, the claims say nothing about solubilizing anything and, 
accordingly, the claims would not inform one of ordinary skill as to the solubilizing 
effects of the instantly claimed compositions with respect to sertraline. It is 
accordingly respectfully requested that the double patenting rejection be withdrawn 
with respect to this reference as well. 

In view of the foregoing comments and amendments, it is respectfully 
submitted that this application is in condition for allowance. A Notice of Allowance 
is accordingly respectfully requested.
